Passengers and members of the crew were 
hurled across the deck by the explosion, sev- 
eral ‘being Killed outright while a number 
sustained serious injuries. Others were 
pinned down by timbers and scalded with 
steam and boiling water which was scattered 
from one end of the vessel tothe other. A 
‘panic followed, but me officers restored order 
after a time. 

When the fire 1 all still aboard had 
to jump into the water. As the boat was 
nearing the land even those who could not 
swim were able to keep above the surface un- 
til rescue parties arrived. 


Hold May Hide More Bodies. 

The steamer belonged to the Wilmington’ 
Steamboat company and was on its way from 
this city to Trenton, N. J. It now is a 
wrecked and blackened hulk in the marshes 
opposite Torresdale, sixteen miles above this 
city. The hold is filled with water and it is 


| feared more of the passengers and crew may 


be found in the bottom of the boat when the 
water is pumped out. 

A boat belonging to the police department 
is anchored a short distance from the strand- 
ed excursion steamer, pumping the water 
from the ill-fated vessel, and members of 
the police force are on shore ready to send 
any bodies that may be recovered to the 
morgue in this city. 

Boat Is on Way to Trenton. 


The City of Trenton made daily trips bo- 
tween Philadelphia and Trenton, stopping 


‘at Burlington, N. J., Bristol, Pa., and other 


points on the way. The ‘vessel left the com- 
pany's wharf at 1:45 o'clock this afternoon, 
fifteen: minutes behind the schedule time. 

The. passenger list was lighter than usual 
and the vessel carried little freight. The 
steamer was in charge of Captain W. A. 
Worrell. The other officers were: Edward 
Curry, pllot; J. W. Vanderveer, mate; Ed- 
ward Murphy, chief engineer; J. D. Chew, 
assistant engineer, and Clayton Reybold, 
purser. There were about twelve firemen 
and deckhands aboard. i 

When opposite what is known as the Har- 
rison mansion, a spacious building fronting. 
the Delaware River at the suburban resort 
of Torresdale, the steam pipe connecting 
with the pert boiler, burst. 


Boller Is Rent in Twain. 

The forward portion of the upper deck 
was well filled with passengers, while many 

others were in the cabin. Before any of the 

gers or employés had an opportunity 
of seeking places of safety another explosion 
occurred, and this time the port boiler was 
rent in twain. 

Scalding steam and water poured into the 
cabin, and sections of the yoodwork of the 
boat were torn away. Those of the passen- 
gers ‘who were not injured by the scalding 
‘steam and botling water were struck by the 
fiying portions of the splintered cabin. Legs 
and arms were broken and faces and bodies . 
were parboiled. The screams of the injured 
could be heard on shore. 


Piano Thrown Into the River. 

So great was the force of the explosion | 
that a piano in the upper drawing-room of 
the boat was hurled many feet away from 
the boat into the river. This proved a fortu- 
nate circumstance for many of the injured 
passengers.. Thrown into the water, scalded

He guaranteed the payment of the charges. 
Miss Ball insisted, according to the state- 
ment of the restaurant man, that she be 
taken to Dr. Lewis’ residence. Barry called 
John Jordan and.placed the girl in his han- 
som, with instructions to take her to her 
home. 

It was 2 o’clock when Mr. Ball was awak- 
ened by his wife, who said that a cab had 
stopped in front of their home. He listened 
and heard the cabman saying: 

“Well, are you — to get out or aren’t 


Found 8 in a Cab. 

That must be Pearle,“ said Mrs. Ball. 
The father got up. As he opened the 
lids of the cab he noticed that his daughter 
sat rigidly back in the seat. He spoke to 
her, urging her to get out, but she did not 
answer. Then he lifted her from the cab, 
and she sank limp in his arms. The cab- 
man came to his assistance, and they car- 
ried the girl in the house. 

When Mrs. Ball came down she discovered 
the morphine pills in her daughter's pocket- 
book. It was noticed, also, that one of 
her diamond rings was gone, and that her 
parasol had disappeared. Several other dia- 
mond rings &nd a diamond pin, however, 
were with her. Her parents became alarmed 
at her condition, and telephoned to Dr. 
Lewis, their family physician, that Pearl 
had come home seemingly dangerously ill. 

Then he telephoned to Dr. M. Furlong, 
whose residence in Forty-seventh street en- 
abled him to reach the Ball home sooner than 
Dr. Lewis, and asked him to hasten to the 
girl's aid. Both physicians worked over her 
until 5 o'clock, when she died. 

Deputy Coroner Buckley got a jury hastily 
together, and a verdict of suicide was 
reached. Dr. Lewis testified that in his opin- 
ion the cause of her death might have been 
an overdose of morphine accidentally taken. 

“Why do you say accidentally?" asked 
the Deputy Coroner. ‘* Couldn’ t 12 have 
been taken with design? 


Her Companion Middle Aged. 
A description of the man with whom Miss 
Ball enfered the Calumet restaurant was

No one of Miss Ball's acquaintances, so far 
as her parents or her friends know, answers 
this description.

I intended to stay with a friend | 
on the North Side. and she took a car for 
home. I have no idea who it was that she F 
met.

DEUTSCHLAND AGAIN SETS. 


Crosses the Atlantic Ocean in 5 Days 12 
‘Hours and 5 Minutes, Which Beats 
Best Previous Time 24 Minutes. 


New York, Aug. 29, 2 a. m.—[Special. ]— 
The record-breaking express steamship 
Deutschland has clipped still more time off 
the passage across the Atlantic. The ves- 
sel has reduced its own record. which was 
the fastest held by any steamship, by twen- 
ty-four minutes. 

The Deutschland, which left Hamburg on 
Aug. 22, was sighted off Fire Island at 11:44 
last night. 

The ship only had to reach Sandy Hook 
lightship by 1:44 to equal its own record. 
But it did better, passing the lightship at 
1:20 this morning, and cutting twenty-four 
minutes off its own record, which was made 
on Sept. 1, 1900. On that trip the Deutsch- 
land made the passage in 5 days 12 hours and 
29 minutes. The record now is 5 days 12 hours 
and 5 minutes. 

When the swift ship comes into port this 
morning it is believed there will be more 
smashed records to report besides that for 
the entire journey. It is probable the high- 
est west-bound hourly average speed of 
23.07 knots and the highest west-bound day's 
run of 601 knots, made on its last trip over,

WEIGHT OF MOUBNERS. 
Crowd Attending Obsequies of David 
Lindskog Makes Wild Rush for Door 
When Aisle Partially Collapses in 
Edifice at 99 Sedgwick Street— 
Fainting Women Carried to Street

Five hundred persons were thrown into a 
panic at St. Ansgarius Swedish Episcopal 
Church, 99 Sedgwick street, at the conclusion 
of the funeral of David Lindskog, the son of 
the Rev. Herman Lindskog, who was shot and 
killed by Policeman James H. Wiley while 
resisting arrest on Sunday night. While the 
congregation was emerging from the church 
the floor of the center aisle partially col- 
lapsed, and for nearly ‘five minutes the in- 
terior of the church presented a scene of 
terror. 

Men, women, and children _Struggied in a 
frantic rush for safety, shouting ard scream- 
ing for help until their fear was communl- 
cated to those outside, and the rumor spread 
that many had been crushed to death beneath 
| a falling balcony. Ambulances were sum- 

moned, but fortunately no person was in- 


jured. 
‘Timely Act of Police. 

The prompt action of Policemen William 
Rohan, D. F. Kennedy, and E. J. Swan prob- 

ably prevented serious consequences from at- 
tending the crush. The three policemen 
heard the ‘crash of the floor and the screams 
of the women, and reached the church door 
just in time to the terror-stricken crowd 
and quiet the ement. Three women 
fainted and were carried to the sidewalk by 
the policemen: They were Mrs. Christine 
Johnson, 162 Milton. avenue; 
Anderson, and Mrs. Sandquist. 

Wnen the fear-stricken people were finally 
. Teassured the funeral cortége proceeded on 
its way to the cemetery. Had the panic oc- 
curred a minute previous to the time it did, 
the casket containing the remains, with the 
pallbearers and relatives of the deceased, 
would have been in the crush. As it was the 
coffin was just being placed in the hearse 
when the crowd surged from the church.

‘The crowd at the funeral was larger than 
any since the services held there years ago 
over the remains of Gus Colliander who was

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Laber Trouble in W. n. Conkey’s Plant

Determination to remain steadfast was the 
sentiment ' voiced by the girls, and pickets 
were selected Who will take their places 
about the forbidden grounds of the plant 
today and openly defy the injunction order 
of Judge Baker. 
| The meeting of the girls. was attended by 
James Bowman, President of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, Who told them that the 
sympathies and financial aid of the female 
trades unionists and their male companions 
were extended to them.

The 
appeal of the non-union printers of the Con- 
kes plant for membership in the union was 
curtly refused at the regular meeting on 
Sunday, on the ground that the men had not 
sought admittance until necessity compelled. 

The failure of the printers to secure union 
support in their contemplated strike caused 
them to refuse to go out at the call of the 
other workers in the plant, and members of 
other labor organizations declared that the 
attitude of the printers endangered the suc- 
cess of the strike and the effort to unionize 
the Conkey plant. 


Say Fifty Will Strike. 

An agent of the union then was sent to 
investigate the Hammond situation, and on 
his report a special meeting has been called 
for tonight. Little doubt is expressed by 
the Hammond printers that on reconsidera- 
tion tonight their request will be acceded to. 
Follewing their enrollment as members it is 
understood that fifty of the men will walk 
out, which the strike leaders assert will, 
effectually tie up the plant. 

The composing-room is the only important 
department of the plant still unaffected, and 
the result of the strike undoubtedly will hinge 
on the action of the Typographical union. 


WORKERS RIDE IN AUTOMOBILE. 


Employer Brings His Men Through the 

Strikers Picket Line in His 

Private Vehicle. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 28.—[Special.]—The 
novel sight of the owner of a big industrial 
establishment conveying workmen to his 
mill in his private automobile, so they would 
escape molestation on the part of strikers, 
was witnessed this morning in Germantown. 

An attempt to deduct from the wages of 
employés for goods damaged in the manufac- 
ture resulted in the strike of sixty operatives 
at the textile mills of Simon Friedberger. 
The strikers this morning gathered around 
the mill with the intention of inducing other 
employés to join them. 

A detall of policemen compelled the pickets. 
to take up stands remote from the factory. 
Fearing that these strikers would capture 
some of the men, Friedberger put his au- 
tomobile into service and, stopping at the 
workmen's homes, carried them through the 
strikers’ lines to the mill. The sight of the 
workers riding in the rapid autqmobile was

EDUCATION FOR THE STAGE. 
Henry Austin Clapp, the veteran dramatic 


critic of Boston, whose reminiscences are 
now appearing in the Atlantic Monthly, 


points out the essential reason why Ameri- 
can actors and actresses seldom attain the 


highest artistic rank in legitimate drama, 


They are handicapped by a lack of the best 


training. The resident stock company as 


a school for histrionic art has virtually dis- 


appeared and the only way in which the 


would-be actor can get technical instruction 
is to study under a private tutor or to 
attend one of the few conservatories or 
schools of expression that fit candidates 
for the stage. Instruction of this kind gives 


the student the theoretical but not the prac- 


tical training. On the other hand, those 
who go directly on the stage and work up 
through minor roles get the practical skill 
without the fundamental! training in ex- 
pression that leads tb the highest success, 

In both cases the actor or actress lacks 
one element of the mystic combination that 
makes for complete mastery of dramatic 
art. The graduates of our schools of act- 
ing usually are hopelessly stiff in style and 
action. The trouble is that they get their 
training in gesture and utterance apart 
from any sustained practice on the stage, 
They get no chance to blend their school 
knowledge with practical acting, and the 
result is that they never get rid of the 
mechanical stiffness that follows technical 
drill in enunciation, pose, and gesture. On 
the other hand, those who are hot trained 
in a school usually lack clarity and precision, 
Mr. Clapp cites Mr. Mansfield’s failure to 
emphasize Shakspeare properly and Miss 
Adams’ bad enunciation in “ L’Aigion ” as 
of this defective training.

There are some two hundred Chippewas at 
Grand Marais. Most of them live in log huts, 
and, while they do not wholly lack pictur- 
esqueness, they are totally devoid of ro- 
matice. They no longer wear the blanket, 


but instead garb themselves in the most bril- 


liant habiliments that civilization has to 
offer. Like many of their white brothers, 
they put their money on their back, and some 
of their makeups—more particularly those of 
the squaws—are worth looking at. With a 
discrimination as fine as an artist’s, they put 
in juxtaposition colors that would not har- 
monize in a fog; in fact, they reverse the 
artist's scheme. 


There was a show in town a few nights 


| ago, and of course all the Chippewae at- 
tended, and the procession of full-dressed 
squaws along the beach looked like the wreck 
of a paint shop. This partiality for gaudy 
things is, of course, the Indian of it.“ and 
attracts one’s attention mainly because it is 


not in the old bead and blanket form, but in 
the bonnets and shirt waists of the white 
woman. An ornamented birch bark basket 


in clashing colors is accepted without re- 
mark, but a shirt waist, petticoat, and bonnet 


in purples, yellows, pinks, and greens is a 

combination not to be stared at long by peo- 

ple with weak eyes. : 
The red man hereabout farms; that is to 


say, he plants potatoes, which is about the 


extent of his gardening. The government 
sends seeds and agricultural implements to 
him, and is gradually training him to be 
something of an agrostologist.“ But the 
red man taking to husbandry is somewhat 
different from a duck taking to water.

cannot get at them—and preaches to them 
on the Sabbath morn. On the Sundays that 
he is not present the services are in

The church is gaudily decorated, and

INISTERIAL changes are to take 
place in England between now and 
December, when Parliament reas- 
sembles. This is reported in govern- 
; ment and political circles in London, 
and likewise at court. What form these 
changes are likely to take it is impossible te 
say. But it is practically certain that they 
will comprise the retirement of Lord Salis- 
bury from the helm of the ship of state and 
the appointment of some member of the pres- 
erit Cabinet as Premier in his stead. ; 
It remains to be seen who will take his 
place. Of course the strongest man, and with 


the people at large the most popular choice, |.

backbone of the government majority, added
